t , LANUSA denied that he had told the representatives 
of the^Cltizens Committee for a Free Cuba that "if the 
United S f a te8~cause s~~h ijr'tCASlTtOy^d if f icul t y , he (CASTRO) 
has facilities to 'knock off* the United States leaders", 
LANUSA declined to name his source of Information, claiming 
it was a friend who had contact with some diplomat. 



On November 24, 1963, a representative of another 
Government agency which conducts intelligence investigations 
at Miami, advised that the sources of LANUSA 's information 
regarding the alleged threat by CASTRO against leaders. of 
the United States were th%r iJ I&ami Her ald", published at 
Miami, Florida, edition or September ?, 1963, and a weekly 
"bulletin put out by Cuban exiles at Miami under the name 
"Voice of Cuba", in its edition of September 13, 1963, 

The representative stated that no diplomat was involved as 
source of the information, and tbs threat by CASTRO was 
covered by the press in the United States, 
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The weekly bulletin report on Cuba in Its issue 
of September 13, 1963, contained an item which translated 
from the Spanish, stated U follows; 



"CASTRO took advantage of a reception in 
the Brazilian Embassy, Havana, to berate the leaders 



of American governments. . .Specifically the Red 
leader announced reprisals against Democratic 
leaders should any of his (CASTRO's) accomplices 
suffer personal aggressions," 
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
